Tracing  The  Roblin  Family 


EDITOR'S  NOTE:  This  is  the 
fifth  and  final  instalment  of  a 
series  of  articles  on  the  Roblin 
family  lineage  compiled  by  Lor- 
al Wannamaker,  widely  known 
connty   geneaologist. 

The  fourth  ROBLIN  mentioned 
was— 

Philip  Roblin  —  Loyalist  in  the 
struggle  (or  Independence  in  Am- 
erica and  he  was  at  Sorel,  Quebec 
during  the  winter  of  1783  with  his 
wife  and  one  son  over  10,  two  sons 
over  six  years  and  two  daughters 
under  six  years  of  age  (Haldimand's 
Papers.) 

Philip  Roblin  —  wife  with  three 
sons  over  10  years  and  two  daugh- 
ters under  six  years.  (Return  of  dis- 
banded troops  and  Loyalists  Adol- 
phustown   1784.) 

Philip  Roblin  —  part  lots  No.  24 
and  25  concession  No.  4  (Owen  Sr 
was  on  other  half  of  these). 

Philip  Roblin  —  Claim  on  British^ 
Government  in  February  of  1788. 
He  said  his  old  home  was  at  Smith's 
Cove  in  Orange  County,  N.Y.  and 
here  he  had  15  acres  of  which  1/10 
of  an  acre  had  a  grist  mill  and  saw 
mill  on  it.  This  property  came  to 
his  wife  from  her  father  Garret 
Miller  and  had  been  in  his  posses- 
sion six  months.  Philip  also  had  a 
lease  on  150  acres  for  six  years, 
from  Philip  Livingstone  on  which 
he  had  made  improvements.  He 
had  four  horses,  one  yoke  of  oxen, 
six  cows  and  15  sheep  with  35  bee 
hives.  These  lands  came  to  his  wife 
on  the  death  of  her  father  by  will 
and  were  worth  £5  York  per  acre. 
He  was  in  the  Barrack  employment 
and  staid  till  the  evacuation  then 
came  to  this  country,  now  lives  on 
Bay  of  Quinte. 

Produces  Certificate  from  Elihu 
Marven  Commissioner  of  Sesquest- 
ration,  that  he  seized  the  property 
of  claimant  for  use  of  the  State,  to 
wit.   Farm,   horses  and   sheep. 

Produces  affidavit  sworn  before 
Peter  Vanalstine  at  the  Bay  of 
Quinte  by  Nicholas  Wessels  to  clai- 
mant's Property  nearly  as  stated  a- 
bove  by  claimant.  Also  same  from 
George  Galloway  sworn  before  W. 
R.  Crawford  at  Cataraqui.  (Bureau 
of  Archives   1904  Claims). 

Two  miles  west  of  Paul  Huff's 
where  meetings  on  Hay  Bay  were 
held,  lived  a  widow  with  her  four 
sons  and  four  daughters.  Philip  Rob- 
lin, her  husband,  died  in  1788.  Their 
son  John  Roblin  was  elected  twice 
to  the  early  parliament  at  York. 
The  first  time  he  was  disqualified 
because  he  was  a  local  preacher 
and  he  died  after  his  second  elec- 
tion to  office.  On  the  list  of  sub- 
scribers to  Hay  Bay  Church,  the 
largest  gift  was  by  the  widow  Eliz- 
abeth Roblin  £12,  Halifax,  currency. 
(Playter's  History  of  Methodism  in 
Canada  and  Dr.  Canniff  sett,  of  U. 
C.) 

Elizabeth  Roblin  —  the  widow  of 
Philip  appears  above  on  the  Church 
roll  of  1792  but  she  is  not  on  the 
Muster  Roll  of  1794  of  Adolphus- 
town.  Therefore  it  appears  she  had 
married  a  widower,  John  Canniff, 
who  had  three  daughters,  and  they 
were  in  turn  blessed  with  three 
children,  Daniel  1795;  Phoebe  1797: 
and  Joseph  1799.  John  Canniff  pur- 
chased land  in  1806  and  with  his 
family  removed  in  1807  from  Adol- 
phustown  to  what  later  became  Can- 
nifton.  Elizabeth  (Roblin)  Canniff 
was  reported  dead  in  1815  and  bur- 
ied on  the  hill  in  Cannifton.  (Play- 
ter's History  of  Methodism  in  Can- 
ada and  Dr.  Canniff  sett,  of  U.C.) 
(I  find  no  stone  here  for  her,  but 
her  name  is  on  her  son's  memorial 
stone  in  Belleville  cemetery  as  hav- 
ing died  —  June  6th,  1815  aged  60 
years,  9  months  and  27  days.

The  fifth  child  of  Levi  and  Mary 
was  James  Piatt  Roblin  who  mar- 
ried Deborah  Kotchapaw  and  had 
issue  of  six  children  and  the  first 
of  these,  Rodman  Palen  Roblin  1853- 
i937  married  Adelaide  DeMill.  He 
went  west  and  entered  politics,  be- 
came Premier  of  Manitoba  and  lat- 
er was  Sir  Rodman  P.  Roblin,  K.C. 
M.G.  His  son,  Charles  Dufferin  Rob- 
lin, had  a  son  who  also  became 
Premier  of  Manitoba,  the  Hon.  Duff 
Roblin,  who  resigned  as  Premier 
of  Manitoba  to  run  for  leader  of 
National  Conservative  party  and 
lost  out. 

The  fourth  child  of  Philip  Roblin 
•II  and  Prudence  Piatt,  John  P.  (Pa- 
len) Roblin,  bachelor,  1799-1874  mar- 
ried Nancy  Langhorn  Conger.  He 
was,  for  a  good  number  of  years,  a 
very  well  known  member  of  the 
Old  Reform  Party  of  Upper  Canada. 
He  sat  in  the  Legislature  both  be- 
fore and  after  the  Mackenzie  Re- 
bellion. I  believe  he  served  16  years 
or  more  and  it  is  said  he  was  de- 
feated in  1837.  He  was  re-elected 
by  a  good  majority  at  the  next 
election  and  was  later  appointed 
Registrar  of  Prince  Edward  Coun- 
ty and  continued  in  that  office  un- 
til he  died  in  1874.  (Pioneer  Life  on 
the  Bay  of  Quinte.) 

The  seventh  child  of  Philip  Rob- 
lin II,  Owen  Roblin,  1806-1903  and 
Hulda  S.  Conger. 

Having  finished  his  education 
from  Jonathan  Greely,  he  proceeded 
lo  Ameliasburgh  where  he  took  up 
400  acres  of  land  from  his  father, 
Lot  No.  76  and  77.  These  lots  were 
located  on  either  side  of  the  road 
from  Rednersville  and  at  the  foot 
of  the  Fingerboard  Hill.  In  1838  he 
traded  or  exchanged  lot  76  for  John 
B.  Way's  lot  81  where  on  was  lo- 
cated Way's  Mills,  a  hamlet  of  a 
number  of  homes,  an  ashery,  a 
store  and  Way's  Mills  Post  Office, 
and  sawmill.  (Picton  Registry  Of- 
fice). Owen  Roblin  very  soon  be- 
gan to  build  a  large  stone  mill  on 
top  of  the  hill  with  saw  and  card- 
ing mills.  This  became  known  as 
Roblins  Mills  but  is  officially  Amel- 
iasburgh Post  Office. 

The  mill  became  unsafe  after 
many  years  of  idleness  and  was 
taken  down  and  rebuilt  at  Black 
Creek  Pioneer  Village,  where  it  is 
in  operation  at  times. 

Owen  Roblin  built  the  lovely  stone 
house  about  opposite  the  mill  where 
the  Salvation  Army  Camp  is  locat- 
ed and  he  also  built  just  a  little  to 
the  west,  the  fourth  round  house  in 
the  County  for  his  son  Edward 
who  was  married  in  1861. 

The  10th  child  of  Philip  Roblin 
II,  Philip  Roblin  III,  1814-1899  and 
Elizabeth    Bogart: 

On  the  death  of  Philip  Roblin  II, 
his  sons,  Levi  and  Philip  Roblin 
III  became  proprietors  of  the  Rob- 
lins Mills  of  Green  Point.  There 
were  three  mills  on  this  fall  of  wat- 
er into  the  Long  Reach  and  at  the 
foot  of  the  bay  there  were  shipping 
docks  and  shipbuilding  yards  along 
with  a  store  and  bake  shop  and 
one  or  two  homes.  Mr.  Derwood  Cole 
told  me  Caleb  Roblin  lived  in  the 
house  now  standing  at  foot  of  the 
hill  and  that  Levi  Roblin  lived  be- 
side the  school  on  the  crossroad  to 
James   Piatt   Roblin    farm. 

I    have    read   where   Philip    Rob- 


lin II,  after  the  log  house,  built  a 
large  frame  house  on  top  of  the 
hill  on  the  south  side  of  the  road, 
known  as  the  Red  House.  His  son, 
Philip  Roblin  III,  later  built  the 
lovely  stone  house  on  the  north  side 
of  road  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Chant. 
Adolphus  Roblin,  to  my  knowledge, 
occupied  the  stone  house  and  his 
son  Ormond  Roblin  who  lives  in 
U.S.A.  visits  here  regularly  in  the 
summer. 

Half  way  up  the  hill  on  the  west 
side  of  this  mill  creek  we  find  a 
small  cemetery  not  very  well  kept 
where  at  least  two  Roblins  are  bur- 
ied. A  stone  for  Philip  Roblin  II  — 
and  his  wife,  Prudence  Piatt,  and 
a  stone  for  Caleb  Roblin,  the  son 
of  the  above,  and  —  others  of  the 
family. 

The  second  son  of  Phillip  Roblin 
U.E.,  John  Roblin  1774-1813  and 
wife  Mary  Moore,  issue  nine  child- 
ren: 

This  is  John  Roblin,  twice  elected 
to  Parliament,  also  a  local  preach- 
er. His  name  has  been  used  on  a 
number  of  occasions  as  the  U.E. 
Ancestor  of  a  Roblin,  which  is  not 
correct,  as  I  have  his  petition  for 
land  as  a  son  of  a  U.E.  He  was  al- 
so suspended  from  the  U.E.  list,  he 
being  the  son  of  a  U.E. 

John  had  a  son,  David,  born  1812, 
less  than  a  year  old  when  his  fath- 
er died.  He  moved  to  Napanee  when 
about  20  years  old,  married  Pam- 
ela Hawley.  He  entered  business 
and  later  was  elected  to  Parlia- 
ment as  a  Baldwin  Reformer  from 
1854  to  1861  and  dided  1863.  His  son 
Marshall  Perry  Roblin  was  Regis- 
trar of  Lennox  and  Addington  for 
many  years.  David  Roblin  built  a 
large  brick  residence  at  the  east 
end  of  Napanee  on  the  hill  which  is 
still  known  as  Roblins  Hill,  many 
descendants  in  this  area  and  west. 

John  Roblin's  daughter,  Matilda 
Roblin,  was  one  of  the  young  lad- 
ies lost  in  the  Hay  Bay  drowning 
tragedy   of   August   29th,    1819. 

The  third  son  of  Phillip  Roblin 
U.E.,  Owen  P.  Roblin,  1774-1845  and 
wife  Mary  Dulmage,  issue  12  chil- 
dren. 

Owen  P.  settled  on  lot  73,  1st  Con- 
cession of  Ameliasburgh,  Crown 
Pat.,  5th  March  1804  and  just  a  lit- 
tle east  of  Rednersville.  The  Rob- 
lin brothers,  Ross  and  Rae,  of  Rob- 
lin's Dairy  and  their  families,  are 
still  on  this  land. 

The  fourth  son  of  Phillip  Roblin 
U.E.,  David  Roblin,  1788-1867  and 
wife  Mary  Rowe,  issue  five  child- 
ren: 

Most  of  David  Roblin's  descend- 
ants live  in  the  townships  of  Thur- 
low  and  Sidney  this  1972. 

I  don't  doubt  many  of  you  read- 
ers who  have  followed  the  Roblin 
family  record  will  say  how  confus- 
ing with  all  the  similar  names,  but 
if  you  had  attempted  to  put  togeth- 
er many  of  the  different  articles 
you  find  on  the  Roblins  in  print,  it 
would  seem  about  impossible  to 
line  it  up  as  in  so  many  cases  we 
found  very  few  dates  of  birth  and 
death.  If  I  may  say  again,  you  can- 
not do  a  genealogy  of  a  family  un- 
less their  dates  can  be  found.  As 
you  will  note,  at  the  first  arrivals 
in  Adolphustown  we  have  Owen 
Roblin  Sr.,  U.E.,  Owen  Jr.  and  Ow- 
en P.  Roblin  along  with  Philip  Rob- 
lin Sr.  U.E.  and  Philip  Jr.  and 
John,  son  of  Phillip  Sr.  U.E.  and 
coming  in  a  short  time  later,  John 
Roblin  the  pioneer  or  (John  sho;  in 
the  knee)  with  his  sons,  John  and 
Owen  (one  eyed)  and  so  on  down 
in  the  generations,  of  which  we 
have  a  very  good  record.  We  have 
tried  our  best  to  make  this  as  ac- 
curate as  we  could  from  Bibles, 
memorial  stones,  family  records 
and  finally  the  Public  Archives,  Ot- 
tawa. 

With  the  very  necessary  help  of 
my  good  wife  this,  research  has  cov- 
ered several  years,  many  miles, 
many  interviews  with  many  very 
interesting  descendants  of  the  Rob- 
lin family  of  which  I  am  proud  to 
be  a  descendant.

The  Goblin  family  is  extensively  and  favorably 
known  in  Upper  Canada,  especially  in  the  bay  region. 
They,  although  numerous,  have  sprung  from  a  common 
ancestry.   Originally  of  English  or  Welsh  nativity; 
at  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion  they  were  found 
dwelling  in  New  York,  and  New  Jersey.   As  a  result 
of  the  Revolution,  four  branches  of  the  Roblin  family 
came  to  Canada,  two  of  whom,  John  and  Stephen  were  brothers. 

John  Roblin  lived  in  New  Jersey,  he  took  no  part 
in  the  contest, ~but  his  sympathies  were  doubtless  with  the 
Loyalists.   One  day,  he  was  sitting  in  the  door-way, 
when  a  scouting  party  fired  upon  the  house  as  they 
approached.   Some  fourteen  shots  were  fired.   This 
was  done  without  any  warning,  the  house  being  inhabited 
by  a  private  family.   John  Roblin  was  wounded  in  the 
knee.   The  party  entered  the  house  and  completely  ran- 
sacked it,  searching  for  valuables;  not  satisfied  with 
what  they  found,  they  demanded  where  the  money  was ; 
John's  brother,  Stephen,  was  suspended  by  his  thumbs 
to  a  tree  with  the  view  of  forcing  him  to  tell  where 
the  money  was  concealed.   John,  although  wounded,  was 
stripped  almost  naked.   The  ruffians,  who  did  all  this 
under  the  name  of  "Liberty,"  destroyed  what  they  could 
not  carry;  and  flour,  furniture,  everything  in  fact, 
was  strewn  about  and  broken.   One  of  the  party  put  his 
bayoneted  musket  to  the  breast  of  Mrs. Roblin,  and 
dared  her  to  call  George  her  king.   She  fearlessly 
replied,  he  once  was,  why  not  now.   The  demon  was  pulling 
the  trig  er,  when  a  more  human  comrade  knocked  the  weapon 
aside.   The  rebels  were  near  by  under  Washington,  and 
this  was  a  regular  detailed  foraging  party.   John  Roblin 
was  afterward  placed  in  the  rebel  hospital,  but  the  doctor 
was  unnecessarily  cruel,  and  so  maltreated  him,  that  he 
became  a  life -long  cripile.   The  family  came  into  the  rebel 
camp,  and  Mrs. Roblin  complained  to  General  Washington  of 
the  conduct  of  his  men.   He  had  her  look  among  the  men, 
and  promised  to  punish  any  she  said  had  been  among  the 
party.   But  of  course  they  kept  out  of  the  way. 

The  Roblins  settled  originally  in  Adolphustown,  John 
Goblin,  died,  and  and  his  widow,  with  the  family,  removed 
to  Sophiasburgh,  where  she  bought  100  acres  of  land  for 
o25,  and  paid  for  it  by  weaving.   She  likewise  cut  down 
trees  and  made  her  hut. 
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Roblins. 


Roblin,  who  settled  in  the  third  concession 
of  Fourth  Town,  became  a  member  of  Parlimant. 
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
